One gmup had paid, 
all their dues under the Comjiruinisc AgreemeuL Another 
group hatl fiaici some of their dues but bccatise of genuine 
difCcuitics had not been able to maintain their lYnyrnenta,, 
Thirdly, there were those whn had no intetition of paying 
ruyaity in aeconlance with the Compromise Agrcemimt and 
had not paid anything at all. 


On itchalf of the Government it was atated that Elgures 
showed that only 40% of the coliicrin were paying royalty 
in accordance with the Compromtse Agre^ent hut these 
collieries accounted fur tio% of the royalty due. It wa^ 
pointed out tltai of tlic 40')^ who were not paying royalty, 
some had obtained rbett Iroses after 1955. uthcr* Itad paid 
same of their dues Imi fin- genuine reason* had tun lieen ahJe 
ro maintain pyments. while only a few did not iutendctl n> 
pay at all. Furthermore, rome owners had paid their dure 
ufs to date hut liat! been included among thore who had nin 
ixiid, merely because the records were not awnplcte. h ap¬ 
peared that the records of the Sub-Divisional Loud Reforms 
Oflicct were behind date by cvett as much as two years* 
These tiilfereui caiegoriro could not he lumped togeiln-r an.! 
criclctxcd for nor maintatnttig their payments imder the 
Agrcemcnr. 


It was alro stated that it was uuderttoorl that the Ccnttal 
Government intended to widress the Sinw Governments 
suggesting that the State Gtn'emmeni's ciaifti for royalty at 
S% ivifh rrijwpccftve effect <hi?uld lie r^itnprcimiscti nn the 
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basU o( an agfcciucni, tit tcrmv pf whiiii would be indicated 
by the (^ntial Govemmcni m due countc. Thia appeared to 
be a satiAfactory arrangemem which could tucer the legal 
pfMiiion, die cWm of the State Coveinmcnt and iht view 
point of die Induitry that it was oevee inicndcd that royalty 
should be paid ai 5% with tetfospective dfetr from the date 
of vewing. 


Reference was afflo otadc to the appeals in the Calcutta 
High CuuTt on the subjea of royalty which were due to lie 
heard on or alwii 19 Noveinber. It was sirggesied that both 
parties TO the appeal should ask ibe Court for an extcitsiun ot' 
time, nlberwide the case wouhl be taken to issue and thlfii 
wimld nu-rdy trsult in fitrtber compUcaiions, A tkdaion 
either way won It! be subject to Appeal and nothing would be 
gained. It was agreed iliai the Ministry <»f Commerce &

On behalt uf the Government of West Bengal it was 
pointcit out that a Cabinet deciaioti had been taken to repu¬ 
diate the CoinprtuntK Agieenient.

Aa for ass^tance with reganl to the expenditure incurred 
to overcotnc the adverse mining facton.^ the Croup is of the 
opinion that the costs incumd in category 1 minM Cut 
measures against gassinesi should lie itcated as pan i»E tlic 
general cost of coal raultig and should not tjualify for assis^ 
tanec. Euti In regard to all mines of category a* 3 and 4. 
the Group has worked tint the clement of costs for whidi 
assistance should he given and has rctximmendetl the ceiling 
rates. The Government has decided tlist the mines of cate¬ 
gory 2, 3 and 4 may be given subsidv at prescrihed fixed 
rates. 


The Croup has noi fell the need for changing the dtiai- 
Ing mtea of assistance given with regard to depth of shafes, 
'fhe Government has agrcetl that the coat produced from 
dqiihs may be subsidised at the pteBcribed slab rates depend¬ 
ing upon the depth of workings, irrespeetts'e of whether 
raising was done tiirough shaft or niu. 


As for pumping cusu and ihinnesiK of scams, increased 
latct have lieen recommemJed. Certain inrreases have Itecn 
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rccommendDJ m nfspcct of a^idttmcc for puTnpmg where the 
pumping co5i: doc$ not exceed Ri 3 per iojiulv juid tie cur¬ 
rent rate# of vukslidy for thin aeainr have bwn rctominemief] 
to be incfea«od by 15 per cent in certain CiIms and per 
cent in others. Mo change in the exisiing micft has Ixcd 
ctinskkrcd tieceg&uty toe incrtiiation of seami and for lilgn 
transponaiion cow from pithead to raithend. 


At a meciing held with the CtuirinMnn, Coal IJtKsrd oti 
30 Otiober 1969 It was piiutod onr by the Indiiwry ihai the 
report of the Siudy Group wits Ftaml on the data available 
about two ycar^ ago and since then ihc cost of Etan^^iorratioii 
bad constdcrahly gone Up owing to ^dug prices of 
rubtt, UthricaEit, petmh dtc^« labotir wagca> ete.^ the un|Mia: 
of which on the cost of pitiduction should nl#o he considered 
by the Coal Board. 


Although att afisutance was given by the then Ministry 
of Mine^ and MccaU that die ludusLry would be given an 
opportunity to discuss and consider the tecummendalions of 
the Study Group Itcforc they were accepted by the Govern- 
mcfiT, it is imronumiic that the recommendations with minor 
moditicaiioits were appded to the IndufriTV without ccpnsult* 
ing it. Some apparent irregidaritia bi the way of Itxatiun of 
rdUng rate* of jtisistancc on the basis of the rccornmenthi- 
tiofis of the Study Croup could have been rectified tni mutual 
disctissions over the table.

Ckwl producers have often been raosr ucteaKonably 
bhioed for moiuidug increase in the price uf coal without 
perhaps knowing that the major shore in the price gpes to 
the Ralltrays in the form of Railway freight. The major 
element tn the cost of ptoduction of coal in a dmit tedly the 
trage ciKt which a cnnutiuahy going up and the price of 
coal it also correspondingly uu the increase owing to factota 
tnxr which the Imliiscry has absottitely no control. The 
Commiiiec of the Fcderatitm therefore feel* that a national 
fuel policy should be fortnulaicd as early as possible m 
stabilize production cost of a basic commodity like coal iaiU 
ing which a time may come when the major consumers 
might coiutdct the cost of coal a* prohibitive and switch over 
to other fuel. 


The FcdtraiUm uf Imlian Chambers of Cummerce 4c 
Indumv in its letter No, F.1899/TC/7 dated <3 March 1969 
miidc a reptciietitatiun to the fThalrmnt} , Railway Board 
[inUiiing out the higlt increase in the raiinay freight rates 
on coat amt urging ipwty cxammatioEi of this matter with 
a view to ensuring that the industrial consumers were nut

The statement of Sri K, P. Ghosh. West Bengal Labour 
Mmlitcr. was not at alt coneci. He did not speak a single 
word ai the meeting and it was istabltahed beyond doubt 
that as Dir as West Bengal was concerned»there was no com¬ 
plaint of iionrimplemcnttiiion. It was borne out even by the 
ftatemen of Sri Desen Sen. In fact, towards the end oISF tlic 
meeting the Industry comma™ted on Sri Haihi's (tpening 
remarks and asked him what he wbhed to do about the law 
am) order siiuatiim. fie stated that he called Sri K- 
Ghosh, particulariyi for this hut considering the uncoopera¬ 
tive anitucle of the employers tm VJi-A. payment, he could 
tint say anything to the State Govemmetii or the labour. 
Sri V. K. Foddai asked litm ^specifically whether he was 
really convinced lumself that All tlie trouble was due to non- 
implementation, to which he replied that it was mostly due 
non-implcmcDtation.

Mittc» Safety that the lire might have heen caUMd during 
illicit diatillarion of Uquor inside the mine. The fire was 
raging at a distance of aliout 200* ft. from the mouth ol the- 
oilllcry amt the heat was *0 intense ihai no one was able to 
go near the fire. 


It b an ittlmitted fact that tmdergroiind fires tn coal 
mines have been oused as a resnlt of spontaneous combus¬ 
tion occtirrtng eifher underground nr on the surface, ilefcc* 
live dqitifaring operelrJunJ^ acts of negligence and adoptiott 
of unscientific mcthcxls of wruking and illicit distillation 
underground in abandoned mines. 


Acconliug to the csrimaie recently made by die Coal 
Boarei alioui 2a million tonnes nf extriiciable coat have been 
lost in major fires. In view of rhe fact that fire not only 
results in the waste of coal bur also causes extensive damage 
to aurface structures, it is high tirne that a comprehensive 
plan was finrmulated and pcrmoneiit remediat measures were 
lakcn in hand to light out such fires, ft b however, hcsricn- 
ing 10 cioic that a Committee was cotitrituied as lung ago as 
in the year 1963 with the representarives of the Coal Board, 
Cenrral Mining Research Station, tudian School of Mines. 
Indian Bureau of Mines. Director General of iVltncs Safety 
and the Planning Commission, to examine the prohiem of 
coal mine fires and to suggest measures to prevcDE occurrence

Sri V, K- Pbdtlar Chairman, and Sri Pritamlai A. Cba«- 
chani) rtpresctiiitig (he Indian Minin g Fctlctation at xbe 
meeting, complained that ibe Railways were in effect medng 
wit preferential trcaimeni 10 the puhlic sector eolUeriee on 
tbe plea ot enabling Hii-n t to complete commiimcnts for load¬ 
ing of loco coal for the Railways. 


Tlic Director, Traffic fTransportatUin) pointed, out that 
the impression that the ^ilwnys were giving preferential 
treatment to puhiir sector collteiies was not correct. Regard' 
ing tnavement of coal to the South, he pointed out thnt in 
the context of the higher targets of coal production, loading 
would naturally have to be diverslGed tiitd mme and more 
coal for outlying areas must be loaded from the outlying 
ficldi, for example, for Southern India fiom the Singareoi 
and Talchcr coHioies and for Wett IndiA from the 
CJ.C (Korca-Bewa) and the Bench & Chanda Bctda. This was 
already the planned pattern and there was nothing new in 
this. So long as the reqnititc type of coat wins avaltahk in the 
outlying, ffeldi, industries, which were already limkod to 
Bengal and Bihar coal on proper ccrtiGcaiion. would conti¬ 
nue to icniw that coal ami there u'as no rpiestitm of allow¬ 
ing such industries to thui down. 


Sri Chanclianl wanted that the industries in Saurashtra. 
which had gone on to oil acmie years ago and had snitched 
back to coal, fhoukl receive iheii coal from Bengal and Bihar 
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firkls. as ihcy did in ibt past* It jiatal ihat the old iinkages 
should be rcsioieJ If the tcuMumcr *n wanted and fdt that 
on Uic jdca of the Ratiuiialization Schcnic Raiways were at- 
cwjrngiitg coal tnovement n> thwe atta* from the outlying 
ludds which was not fair'ro the collieries In the Bengal and 
Bihar fields. 


D.T,T* explatoctl that there had neceasanly to be raikn- 
alkni paituti. Industries in Gojaiat and Saurashtrs were 
already recciring coal from the outlying fields and it was not 
possible to swtidi this movement to Bengal and Bihar fields. 
He reiterated tlint in the context of higher and higher targets, 
loading u'oulfl have to be rauonalizetl and more and more 
coal for outlying areas must move frcim cuitiying Gelds, un* 
less technical considerations required tttnporafy relaxations. 


Sri Chanchani grated that the Railways should 117 and 
increase the train loads for rakes via Waltair to 40 Boxes both 
for ptihltc and loco coal in the interest of better tnovcnienc 
m that route, D.T.T. agreed 10 have the feasibility examin¬ 
ed by Joint Director, Trento (Cosif) in remaultatinn with the 
bouihcrB and South Central Railways. 


Sn Chopra of and Sri Chanchani suggestrel that 

the Railivny, should review thdr RarionalfritTion Scheme 
ami sbtnild not He gnitlcd by considerations other than 
tirexitnizing rramtpon availability. DXT. statcil that the 
matter of revising the Ratbnalkatioti Scheme had lieen 
dealt With even prior to dccoutrol and a special commitree 
was appomted which titltcr could not meet or could ttot 
come to a unanimous understanding. He stated that It was 
not possible to carry coal from anywhere to anywhere and 
that a certain amouni of rationalizarion was ncccswry. In 
constdciing deviaiions from the Raiionalizaiiun Scheme, the 
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Raiinayi W'ouli] tiaturalty take iiiUi' ccu^idcratioti the ioteresc 
of moxinuiD} tiatuport availabiltTy. 

Sri l*oddar suggested that in the otattet ot authoriiiug 
Irratiotuit movcincui of coal, the rccomtnctidationa of D-G. 
TJ>. shouid be called for and accepted by the Eailtray^ as 
fuial, D.T*T. ttaicd that the Railways would piefer Fcrifica- 
tmn and certificaiiuit through ih«ir own icehnical source*. 
Sri i^Kidar leiteratcd that D.G.TJ^. svas Uie competent 
authority and its reconimcndatiORS should be accepted. 
D.T.T. dul not agree, but stated that ilie su^cstimi of Sri 
Poddar would be duly ixairidcrcd. 


Sri Chanchont stated that the Railways shoukl nor make 
changes in the zonal ratJoaalbEarion acheme without consult¬ 
ing the Industry. D.T.T. rcitciatcd what ht stated earlier and 
laid that ii was common knowledge that )he tnaucr had been 
under discussion for long, even prior to deconnol and that 
the Industry and Trade had not lieen able to come lo a 
commou undcrsiandiog. In the dicumstauccs, be stated that 
the Railways would review and revise the Rationalizarion 
Scheme to the extent coiisMcred necessary, in the bert interest 
of maximizing mil transpon: of coal and that this would be 
in accordance with the dedrions already taken in the past 
that the outlying areas must receive coal increasingly Irom 
tlic outlying hdds. He stated that this was inc vita hie in the 
conieat of higher targets for coat prodtictiun and movement. 

On cmjuiry from the Trade tcgarditig the likely pattern 
of coal 1o«<Ung in 19(9, D.T.T. stated that the posidno was 
entouragtng inastntifb as lotniing hod been cninparativeiy 
goori ercsi in those months in which riteie was normally difh* 
cully owing to slack demands or due to the rigours of winter. 
He hoperi that the movement in the coming months would 
be good uttIcM adected by any unfomcen evehn. 
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^ D.T.T. Haled Thai ihe rabi crop thift year wax expected 

lo be e^eo better than but year'* and tJiiii ivas aU to die 
of the coiiniry. He hoped.. howeren that the diAtcuLtka which 
arcMc last year woutcl unt itmc to diat extent and that the 
matter was under conttanr review by the Ministry of Fool 
it Agriculture, and Thai the cxjieriencc of bst year ivould 
stand us in good stead this year. He concluded, however, 
that the details uf the movemeoi patterns of this ycar'v rahi 
. crop had adll to be detetmiaed. 


D.T.T. stated that there were reporu uf the mlsldadlng 
of slack coal against aifotment nf soft coke and that this was 
apparently being done to utilize the special EadJitiea cnjoycrl 
by soft coke viz. piecemeal movement to box-fit atadons ami 
to sracinns within a radius of 25 Kms. of such ttations- fie 
was (if the opinion that as other types of coal were being 
loaded against allotments of soft coke eitber the tlemantl for 
soft coke did not exist or there was misuse and that the quota 
sliould he reduced to the level of 400 as prior to the mcemig 
held in August last year, and that this appeared to 1 m the 
actual level of de mand. 


D.T,T, rcfjuesied the Trade to accept and ^vc trial to 
ilic scheme for Colliery wise soft coke quota* worked out by 
the Join! Director, Trans. {Coal), In coosultaittiD with the 
Indufitry which had irork«] well in rhe case of hard coke. 


Sri V, K.. Foddar and Sri Chandianl on behalf of the 
Joint Working Committee supported tiic proposal for a 
colUcrywise quota stating that the Joint WorUng Committee 
represented the biggot sector of the soft coke producing 
collieries and desired that the Railways Implement the 
ocheme which was acceptable to the majority, even, though 
there might not be unanimity. There was agitated discus' 


sion on the subject and D.T.T, coneJuded ihc tliscuHioti' by 
tayiDg (Iwi ihc scheme of coiUerywise quotas might be given 
a trial as worited out by the Jouii Director^ Trans. (Coal) 
after a meeting held to dUcisss the tuhject, failing which the 
fadlities given for movement of wh coke in May 1968 should 
be withdrawn. 


Sarbasri V. K, l^dar and Chanchoni suggested tbat to 
the extent that there was a shortfall in loading fur steel and 
waalierics, the quotJis for other consumers should be raiseiL 
D.T.T, stated that the present target of 6600 and its consumer* 
wise break-up could he revised only on reedpt of Enn indl* 
Cation of assessmcjir of demand during ihe 4th Plan period* 
McanwhJic, the prapt target appcaretl adequate, Once the 
target loading was achieved on a sustained bastsv the question 
of upwanl revmon of rite target would be considered. 


Sri Chancham suggested that the target movcmcai above 
Moghaisarai shtrald be 2500 wwgons. He ajso suggesied an 
increase in the total target of loading in Bengal-Bihar field 
from 66 do wagons to fioo wagons daily as |icr following 
direction-wise diatrihuttan:—*

The C.O.P.S.. Eastern Railway, said that the uxalled 
-system of aiwat supply Inwl developed on accoimt of an 
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undentaitdiiig between the lool railway nfliceis ami collieries 
as a lemlt of whkh the wagons were supplied late btit earlier 
than in tlie event of declared short supply. In Ine view in 
coni loading variations between aUotment and supplies of the 
order of a to 3% a day, was inescapable, as alloTJuent was 
made on the untidpatoiy availahility of empties 24 hours in 
advance. 


D.T.T said that it was desiraldc 10 ensure that the alloo- 
metit con formed, by and large, to wagon availability. Wr 
decided that (a) the loading Railways should examine feasi¬ 
bility of a second placement to make good shortfall in supply 
and study implications on this proposal from the point of 
view of free time, pilot availability, etc., (b) if arrear supply 
was made up within 24 hours from the due date and time, 
no tniimaiion to the colliery was rerjuired hut if the supply 
was given later than this period telephonic information should 
he given by the Yard Master. 


The bulustry represeDted that to the event of Railways 
failing TO meet their own short supplies even on the yth day. 
ropieri v* ulio iiii j not be pcualiacd hv lapsing the same. 
D.T.T. decided that wagons ihoTt-tupplled on the 7th day on 
Railway acconni should not be lapsed liut should lx made 
good within the month. 


Sri V. K. Pnddar said that if against box rake programme 
four.>wIieelia^ were ‘nippHcd. the ftcc time for boxes should he 
applicahlv.

pilot waited to draw the load. He had now instmcied 
Eastern Railway that n second pilot should be intiodticed. if 
need he, but deliberate tuhsiiitition of box wagona by Cour- 
whcelcrs in this particular case to reduce free lime should be 
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at'oMcd. About Dihcr caar», D,T.T, sakj thai rhc type oE 
lulling acock tupplied detcmiincd tlic ftw time granted. 
Si [Hie bo3t wagonf enjoyed higher free lime, the proportion of 
hnjt wagons detertnined the free rime. D,TX said io the 
present time Katiway Board did not favour any reliutation of 
flee time, aft thU was not feaftibte. The Indmtiy desired that 
the matter should he reconsidered by the Board. 


TItc next meeriog «« held at Nagpur on i: May 19^9. 
Most of the dUcusstons at the meeting centred «n diffin l i t re* 
of coUicriei and coiisumirB in the CXC., Kotba, Orissa and 
Patch and Cltanda fields. 


An importAni point of general interest to Bengal/Bihar 
colllcricft raised at the meeting was wft colte (jumafi. A ftug- 
gesium wat made for the introduction of a cottierywise i|Uota 
for the mmrcmcnT of sufr coke on the lines of quotas iniro- 
duced for hard coke. Tiiis was opposed by the represcnia- 
lives of the Soft Coke Producers Cotlierio Assodanon. 


Sri Agarwaia raUed the qiicttton (if introducing a colliery- 
wUe quma for movement of soft coke on the linoi uf quotas 
kittoduccd for hard coke, Ttie representative of be Soft Coke 
Producers Colliniw* Associatioti. Sri M Namng, opposed 
this ndierae. Sri Narang staled iliat it was not possible to 
distribute even 400 wngmit per day to all the collieries in 
Jharia fields, whcrciu there were more than ipw cdlieries. It 
wtfuld create inequity and even If each toft coke pmducing 
colliery got one wagrin each, nobody woitld be satisfied Ifc 
further stated tliar the quota system would noi oicoura^ free 
production and dntribtjtioa of iio£t tdke^ 
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D.T,T, «t%fcd that the matter had been ducusscd iiv 
earlier [iiccrtiiig;^ olso, in which whereas tJvc other v^nciauoita 
hatl 01^1 the mtroiiucilon of »ueh a schcrae, the S.C-I*,Cj\. 
Ilad oppOiwl it, and that It triu decided to leave it to the 
railways to t«du^ a hnal dedsi«jit. A dedaion would be eo[Q> 
munkated by die nit ways in due course. 


The next meeting was held in Calcutta on tt September 
1969* 


Sri B, L. Agarwatla of LC.OjA drew the attention of the 
IHrcctor, Traffic (Trajw,) and other membm to item t under 
the heading 'Twopiloi rakes*' at page lO of the minutes of 
the quarterly meeting held on 24.1,69 In which it ivaa agreed 
that the Ji. Dircc[0r> T, ^Coat), should holil monthly metting 
—one in Asansol .nnd another in Dhanhad— jo that die 
protdem of Corniation of two-pilut rakes could be settled. Ho 
however regretted ihat no such meciing had been held so far. 
It was agreed that Jt, Director, T (Coal), would organuce [hit 
soon in contiiltatian wuh the Chief Operating SupcrinrendcitT, 
Eastern Railway. The two mcettngB proposed would be held 
twfore the end uf October 1969. 


Sri Sirkar of f.MA, pointed out iliai a drcular N'li, 
XG. 3051/53 dated aa.8.69 had liccn issficd by the Coal Area 
Siipcriniendetit, Dhaiibad. to Manki. Ray, Churi and Dakra- 
bukhuka. Collteries intimating that when any hox wagiin 
loatled by the colliery was found overloaded beyniul i tonnes 
of the marked carrying capacity, the entire Ikmc rake imJud* 
ing the overloaded box wagrnu would be reiucocd fa the wl- 
lurry siding for adjusrmcnr of the overloaded cnal or coke for 
which demurrage for the entire rake would be levied. He 
stated that it would come great hnancial luss to the collicties, 
^ they would not only pay demuirage hut also loae farther 
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a[]a[inf=n{ till the mke was drawn our after adjimmenr. Sti 
Chattduini of LM.F. stated that the circular was a deviation 
from the Qial Tariff ruJe^ which drarl^ ^tateil that such over- 
toactlng thould be adjusited at the weighbridges and nut in 
the ccliiefy liditigs. 


Tile Chi-ef Opera riug Spcrintcodcnti Eastern Rail way, 
eitplaincd that the overloading of box waguus by collieries 
had been increiising and in spite of all efforts made to bring 
The pofliuem under conixn], [he mu Its liad not been encourag¬ 
ing, Coal loading was being stepped up progmsivdy and t£ 
the incidence of ovcrioaiiing not chcckeih die Railway 
yanf iittniJd be duriered up with wagons awaiting adjustment 
and this would ftcriously affect loading. This ciicuhLr was 
i^ued only in relation to the itillienes sicuaied near Ray 
statieitt iiMlf where the placement of the rake fur adjusrtneni 
in ibe colliery sMing would not pose any ptuhlem* 


Tttc Dircctari Traffic (Tons,) drew the attertliun of the 
members to rhe pmeniiaf danger in overloaded wagont going 
unde[ccttd and Iktlc care on the part of the collieries sfaouid 
solve ihc problem. Regarding ibc enforcement of the pcovi- 
siot!tJ of the drenbr issued by die Coal Area SupcrinunidcrUt 
each case would have to be dealt with on its merits and the 
Cliicf Opcoring Superitttendenf, Eaitem Railway* would deal 
with them. 


The LMP. had requested Inclusion in the agenda of the 
question of suspension of wagon supplm on accoune oE deten^ 
don of wagonSi. Speaking on this iuh|cct, Sri Worah of 
LM.F stated that wagon supplied Were being stopped in 
certain colliery sidings over a ntimbcf of daya because the 
colliery hnd deratned wagons in The colliery elding beyond 
the free time. He scaied that detention o£ wngOfis in colliery 
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iJdiiigH occim-cd due to several rcaisctis^ for exam pimachU 
nery break-down, temporary stall trouble or smy o^her factor 
bcycuiti The conrrol of a colliery, Whai wiigotis vicre thus 
driaiuedr they paid derourtage on the wagons and the day’s 
allocincnT als«i short supplied. No colliery wotJd detain 
wagons unli:^ absolutely unavuidabc. The Railways should 
no* impose very severe penalty over and above this, by 
stopping wagons supplies lo ihe tiidingt mer a protracted 
period. Sd Choochani stated that one of the re^ns whea 
wagons had to be tictained in the sidingt was continuous 
allotment of steam coal only instead of giving steam and slack 
aborments proportionately. 


TI^c Dircctort Traffic (Tran^.), staled that the member 
woukl agree wiih him that ptTvisicnt nnn-urilktttlon of wmgons 
lupptied CO the coHierks wwld rcauk in the ioss of ioading 
capacity affecting the overall coal raovenicnt. Such cases had 
to be taken up* Occasional defaults were cimdoncdt Ho 
iiated ihai caUlerics could alirnys put forward the reasons for 
dcTeniion of wagons in thdr sidings to tbe DivUional Super¬ 
intendent CDticjemed and the coiit^ of anion would be decided 
tm ihe merits of each indiviual cw* 


The Director^ Traffic (Tram.) stated ihat owing to avoU- 
abiUty of sulfidcnt enipty wagons* the Railways ai pfcsenc 
Would not impose any quota systtnn for movonent of «<de 
tokc. But when the siTUfttion warrantcdi the quota system 
would have to- be introduced on the basia of the pr-odiiction 
capacity of soft coke produdng coilierics^ but monthly quota 
would be given Inst^d of daily quota. 


Sri Worah stated rhat two years hack, the Chairman, 
Railivay Board, in course of hSs meeting with the Coal Trade 
advised Railways to review the Siding Agreement5^ bur no 
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.action had tilt now been taken by Eastmi and South Easccm 
Railways 71 ic Chief Opcniiiiig Superinlendeiits^ Eastern and 
-Sotith Eastern Railways, were tetjucHcd m do the needful 
early. 


Sn Wiirah hirthcr stated that tike Weight Only systein 
■OR tltinl party account was being aboiithed at the iti«miice of 
the CointDcftiai Directorate of the Railway Boutd, although 
this practice had been there in the coalliel^ for many ycarii. 
Jt Director, Tram, (Coal), slated that this matter was under 
rcrerencE to the Cuimnercial Directorate now and that rhe 
Ehsiem Railway had extended tills privilege till rhe 30 Sep* 
Tcmber pending final decision. The Director, TralBc 

(Traits,) promised to carpedite the dccuioii. 


The first mttnihly meeting between the Joint Dirtctor, 
TraniporiaikHi (Coal) and the representatives of the Coal 
Industry was Udd on 13 May 1969. 


Sri D. f lariram, jXi.T- (Coal) introduced himself 10 mem- 
bcTs present os the new tneumlwnt to the post. In his wel¬ 
come speech he stated rhat while cndeavoitts were never 
lacktog in achieving Jugber levels of loading according to the 
demand, die ecsulis might not always show rhe peak level of 
luotilng in all monthtt. Cartful anadysi* of the demands, ad- ^ 

jmtmenis in pilor working and npcrarional metitutk and with 
a eJowr tiaiawi between the Tiailc and the Railways, mtreh 
more etpiitahle dlatribuikm of coui could be achieved. 


Sri Cbanrliant stated that the abarc of covered wagonr 
for the loading uf soft coke and hard edte should be inertaacd. 
J.D.T, (Coat) rqilted that as the nmnufacrure of open 
•4-wheclcr» bod been stopped, covered 4,whedjeta fleet was 
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uia'ea$'mg panictibrfy on the Eafifcm Railway, On the 
EasEcrn Railway where the htilk of piccemral ?oft cote load¬ 
ing wa» done, the supply, ita it was, wa? more of covered 
wagnnt rather than open wagonE- 


Sri Chatichatii anri Sri U, IL Worah itatccl that dforia 
ahouid be made by the railways to achieve a doily allorment 
of ifioo wagons in the al>ove^ughal#»ni direction, during the 
coming aeason in accordance with the target already laid down 
by the Railway Board for the Esstem Railway. J.D,T. (Coal) 
•aied that the railways were also working towards the same 
target krtl of loading, provided the indfic was cleared at the 
reapeerive destinations stcatlily hy the consumers, 

Sri R. L- Wonili, representing stated that be was 

glad to note that the railwap were making a sdcntUic 
approach to the problem relating to an cvea djairihution of 
coal. He only wamctl to emphasue that the sinali tallicriea 
should be bcrfcr looketl after in the supply of wagons, their 
very survival depended upon regular clearance of coal. The 
railways should also devise some means for movemeut of 
more brick-hum ing coal and soft coke tlian wliat had hithertf)- 
been achieved. J.D,T. (CoaJ) esplained that a very careful 
watch was 1>cing exercised to sec that the picccrocal indems 
got closer attentkiti antf the cnJlUrrics. particularly in Jhnria, 
prorludng soft coke and hard coke had STeatlier dcamtice.

The next meeting was held on June 1969-

iipio June liad becu highly iliKi 3 pipouitiiig« parricukily 
itt the Jkiigal-Bihar tieJd, in the firsr fortnight, only 4100 
itjigoQs per day could be loaded on dii* Jila^tem Kailway por* 
tion on account of iirai'ai'ailability of waguns. Tlic main 
leaMin wai die licaTy loading of foodgmina to the extent of 
900 to looQ wagoDft per day in the ('un|aL and Hiiryana aimr 
for dilkrnit desiinaciuni in the country, Oti accouni of 
hfcaches in Soitih IndU, the movement via W'aJiair, both to 
■S outhern anti South Centtal Railways was alsu impeded till 
the ijth of the moatfa. Within the limited wagon availabiliiy 
eflora were made to dfect Mjuicahle distribuitbit. so that no 
jiariinilar imeieii wa» completely ncgJcacd, In the first 
fortnight of June, a^iscance was given for the loading of BKK 
cual as the scasoo was coming to an enri. In the setond 
fortnight, iniluiirtal and power house demands, both in the 
nurthem as well as tn the soudirni spheres, wa9 given greater 
importance and for this purpose some adjustments were made 
in the loading of loco coal itself for tlic railwap.

Progressively the wagon aratlahility wmild 
emuinue to improve In the years to come. 


Sri Sitkar of LMJV. waicd that S E. Railway was not 
ItiAding up o> the targetted level of (900 wagons' per day. 
J.D.T. (Coat) explained that the daily average loading on

1646 wogons per <lay. At thi* level of loading, by atid large, 
the full demaud iva» mcr particularly becaovc of altinmeni 
fnr Steel Plants was slightly lower than tn previous mutiths.

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The Committee of the Fccteniiion considered ihe draft

While appredaiing that the pro|kMicd move of the Centfal

Althungb I he proposed rates of dcprecriatioti are to some 
extent flu impruvcmrqt on the cxtuiitg rates, ihc Comrninee 
of the f-ede ration feeh that they are nut ndcr^uate for tire 
crrariim of httema! rcsourcts for repTacemmr of enwtpmmtt 
when iht^ reach the economic life.
